Major questions still unanswered

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon's UtesJ Watergate statement has 
left behind it questions that remain 
unanswered. 


Among things Nixon did not answer in 


his speech and statement Wednesday 
night were: 


-Why he didn't demand an accounting 


by his campaign director, John N. 
Mitchell, who swore he would have told 
the President about a cover-up if asked. 


-Why he didn't directly ask his former 


counsel, John W. Dean III, whether 
anybody was involved in the wiretapping 
besides the seven men who were indicted 
and later convicted. 


-Why he didn't foMow up on a 


telephoned warning from former acting 
FBI Director L. Patrick Gray III. less 
than three weeks after the break-in, that 
men on the White House staff were tryi- 
ng to confuse the investigation. 


-Why he didn't ask the FBI or the 


Justice Department to investigate "new 
information" which he says first came to 
him from Dean last March 21. This 
included allegations that other cam- 
paign officials were involved in the 
wiretapping, that money had been paid 
to the silent defendants, that clemency 
had been discussed with one of them and 
that another was attempting to black- 
mail the White House. 


-How he first learned of the 1972 


break-in at the office of Daniel Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist, and why he delayed 
for more than a month before allowing 
the information to go to the judge in the 
Pentagon Papers case. 


Nixon has promised to hold a news 


conference sometime before Labor Day. 
Some of the unanswered questions may 
be addressed then. 


Nixon did proclaim his own innocence 


once again. He repeated his earlier 
denials and broadly rebutted and 
downgraded Dean's sworn accusations 
against him. 


He also added a handful of relatively 


minor details to what he had said nearly 
three months earlier, and altered two or 
three points in his own story. 


But in his 28-minute speech, and the 


2,800-word brief that accompanied it, he 
offered no blow-by-blow account of the 
wiretapping and cover-up. 


He said he is too busy being President 


to "enter upon an endless course of 
explaining and rebutting." 


And he said the affair is being inves- 


tigated by the Senate and a federal grand • 
jury. Both are trying to pry crucial tape 
recordings away from'Nixon, who 
refused to turn them over. 


"I recognize that this statement does 


not answer many of the questions and 
contentions raised during the Watergate 
hearings," Nixon said in his written 
brief. "It has not been mv ir.tentio.i to

Israel rejects slap 
by Security Cpunci 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel warned 


the world today that despite condemna- 
tion from the U.N. Security Council, it 
will not let the rules of international law 
stand in the way of its hunt for Pales- 
tinian guerrilla leaders. 


"We will still get those that advocate 


the liquidation of Israel and those who 
continue to engage in m'urder," Israel's 
chief of staff, Lt. Gen. David Elazar, said 
at a military ceremony. 


"There is no way to get to them within 


international law, but we have the right 
of existence and 
the right of self- 


defense." 


Headded that "international law is not 


enforced against the terrorists." And he 
warned that the world can expect more 
operations like the interception last 
Friday of a Lebanese airliner the 
Israelis thought was carrying four 
guerrilla leaders. 


The plane was diverted to an Israeli 


airfield, held for two hours and then 
released when it was found that the 
wanted men were not aboard.

Dudley White is reported in fair condit- 
ion at Massachusetts General Hospital 
where lie is recovering from a minor 
stroke — his second in less than three 
months. 


Spokesmen ' for Massachusetts 


General said .hat the 87-year-old doctor, 
who was stricken Monday, was alert 
and talking with hospital personnel on 
Wednesday. 


Whit-; suffered a similar stroke in 


June and a heart attack two years ago. 
While hospitalized in June, he got out of 
bed to treat a patient who had traveled 
a long way to see him. 


unanimously Wednesday to condemn the 
Israeli action. Israel's ambassador to 
the United Nations, Yosef Tekoah, 
rejected the condemnaiion, terming it 
"the customary onesided text that this 
organ has been producing in the Middle 
East situation." He said it showed the 
world body "is unable to cope with in- 
ternational terrorism in general and 
with Arab terrorism in particular." 


The censure resolution was a 


compromise introduced by Britain and 
France following three days of debate 
and negotiations. Egypt, Iraq, the Soviet 
U n i o n , Sudan, Indonesia, I n d i a , 
Yugoslavia and China all favored a 
stronger resolution, ranging from 
harsher condemnation of Israel to urg- 
ing all countries to withhold aid from the 
Jewish state. But anything tougher 
could have drawn a veto from the United 
States, Israel's strongest backer. 


The resolution, adopted condemned 


Israel for violating Lebanese territory 
and sovereignty. It branded the Israeli 
action a violation of the 1949 Lebanese- 
Israeli cease-fire, the 1967 U.N. cease- 
fire, the U.N. Charter, international 
conventions on civil aviation and "the 
principles of international law and 
morality." 


Israel was requested to "desist from 


any and all acts that violate Lebanon's 
sovereignty and territorial integrity and 
endanger the safety of international civil 
aviation." 


Reassuring Israel of America's con- 


tinued support, U.S. Ambassador John 
Scali told a newsman 'nis vote for censure 
"will have no important effect whatever 
on the friendly relations between our two 
governments. 


"Unfortunately the facts demanded in 


this specific case that I vote in this way 
and I think the Israeli government 
recognizes why I voted as I did," Scali 
explained. 


"I regard terrorism by groups and 


i n d i v i d u a l s just as ugly, just as 
reprehensible as that committed by 
governments," he added. 


Tapes again held as 
privileged documents 


WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon has again rejected special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox's contention 
that the courts should decide whether 
the White House taoes arp essential 
evidence in the grand jury's investiga- 
tion. 


If he were to turn over the tapes, Nixon 


said in his Watergate statement Wed- 
nesday night, "the confidentiality of the 
office of the presidency would always be 
suspect ... 


"I shall therefore vigorously oppose 


any action which would set a precedent 
that would cripple all future presidents 
by inhibiting conversations between 
them and the persons they look to for 
advice." 


Nixon has refused to comply with 


subpoenas issued by Cox and the Senate 
Watergate Committee demanding tapes 
of presidential conversations about Wat- 
ergate. 


In what he called "the common sense 


of the matter," Nixon said "it is ab- 
solutely essential, if the President is to 
be able to do his job as the country 
expects, that he be able to talk openly 
and candidly with his advisers about 
issues and individuals .. 


"Indeed, on occasion they must be 


able to 'blow off steam1 about important 
public figures." 


The President compared presidenti' 


conversations to relationship betwee 
lawyer and client husband and wife, the 
confidentiality of which are protected by 
law. 


Arab jet diverted 


TEL AVIV (AP) -A Lebanese jetliner 


was diverted today to Israel's Lod In- 
ternational Airport under escort of two 
Israeli jet fighters, Israeli officials said. 


The Middle East Airlines Boeing 707 


was diverted on a flight from Libya to 
Lebanon, according to an a i r l i n e 
spokesman in Beirut. 


An Beirut airport informant said 110 


passengers were on the plane. 


It could not be immediately deter- 


mined whether it was hijacked by a 
passenger or forced down by Israeli jets. 


However, Israeli state radio said the 


plane was hijacked by two unidentified 


persons aboard the jetliner as it flew 
over the island of Cyprus. 


In Beirut, a spokesman for the 


Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, a Marxist guerilla group, said 
it received information that Israel at 
first refused to allow the plane to land 
but finally granted permission. 


The front said none of its men were 


aboard the Boeing 707. 


Relatives of passengers waiting for the 


plane in Beirut were told it would be five 
hours late. The airport runways were 
deserted. No planes were landing or 
taking off, indicating it had been closed 
to air traffic.

the President-determines whether par- 
ticular documents are privileged by 
weighing the need for evidence against 
any governmental interest in secrecy," 
tHp Harvard Law School professor wrote, 


s for the specific case of the nine 
cs Cox subpoenaed, the prosecutor 
gued, "The interest in confidentiality 


is never sufficient to support an official 
privilege where there is reason to 
believe that the deliberations may have 
involved criminal misconduct. 


"Second, under the particular cir- 


cumstances of the present case, the need 
of the grand jury for the critically im- 
portant evidence provided by the 
recordings upon a question of wrongdoi- 
ng by ingli officials and party leaders 
easily outweighs the slight risk to the 
freedom of executive discussions." 


Cox also rejected the contention that 


producing the tapes would set a 
precedent that would cripple the relat- 
ionship between future presidents and 
their aides. 


"There will be few occasions upon 


which a grand jury will have similar 
cause to believe there may oe material 
evidence of criminality of high officials 
in the papers and documents in the 
executive office of the president," Cox 
said. 


"There aides of future presidents are 


not likely to be timid because of this 
remote danger of disclosure," he added. 


Policy power conceded

Nixon has signaled that he finally was 
conceding Congress equal power in set- 
ting policy for Indochina, administra- 
tion officials say. 


I he acknowledgement, Nixon's first 


direct concession on the issue, came in 
a statement on Cambodia issued Wed- 
nesday by the White House. 


It said "It should be clearly under- 


stood in Hanoi that the President will 
work with Congress in order to take the 
appropriate action if North Vietnam 
mounts an offensive which jeopardizes 
the stability in Indochina." 


The shift in Nixon's attitude toward 


congressional involvement actually was 
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It's great to be 15 years old. 
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more important than the warning to 
Hanoi, the officials said. 


They repeated that the United States is 


virtually helpless in influencing events 
in Indochina following an order by 
Congress that ended U.S. bombing of 
Cambodia as of Wednesday. 


The same law prevents the rem- 


troduction of any American combat role 
in Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, which 
means Nixon holds no leverage in 
preventing Hanoi or its allies from act- 
ing. 


It is understood that Nixon did not 


embrace Congress as a partner in future 
Indochina decisions because of a change 
of heart over his role or responsibility. 


Instead, the President is said to be 


attempting to put Congress in a position 
where it can be blamed for any future 
aggressiveness by North Vietnam and 
for any failure in preventing further 
Communist victories. 


This theme was first stated as the 


administration fought various attempts 
in Congress to limit its power in fighting 
the Vietnam war. 


It reached its loudest pitch Aug. 2 in a 


letter to congressional leaders saying 
the Aug. 15 bombing cutoff could have 
"dangerous potential consequences" 
and was an "abandonment of a friend," 
Cambodia. 


The lettor also included the same 


w a r n i n g made 
in 
Wednesday's 


statement- "North Vietnam would be 
making a very dangerous error if it 
mistook the cessation of bombing in 
Cambodia for an invitation to fresh 
aggression .... 


"The American people would respond 


to such aggression with appropriate ac- 
tion." 


That last sentence in the Aug. 2 


warning differed in a major way from 
the Wednesday warning, which substit- 
uted Congress for "the American 
people." 
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anew he was not involved in the Water- 
gate scandal, President Nixon has ap- 
pealed to the nation to let the courts 
decide the guilt or innocence of in- 
dividuals involved. 


"The time has come to turn Watergate 


over to the courts where the questions of 
guilt or innocence belong," Nixon said 
" l he time has come for the rest of us to 
get on with the urgent business of the 
nation." 


Nixon accepted i"ull responsibility for 


the actions of his aides "because the 
abuses occurred during my adminis- 
tration and in the campaign for my re- 
electic i." He also defended his decision 
not to turn over presidential tape 
recordings to the special Watergate 
prosecutor or Senate Committee. 


But he said the Senate Watergate 


committee had failed to disclose "the 
slightest evidence...that I had any 
knowledge of the planning for the Wat- 
ergate break-in." 


Nixon's nationwide television and 


radio speech and accompanying 
statement defended his efforts to learn 
the truth about Watergate-the facts of 
which the President said, he did not 
learn until March 21 this year. 


He concluded with a plea to "not stay 


so mired in Watergate that we fail to 
respond to challenges of surpassing 
importance to America and the world." 


Nixon's long-awaited statement did 


not offer rebuttal Watergate questions. 
"It has not been my intention to attempt 
any such comprehensive and detailed 
resoonse." Nixon explained. 


Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., com- 


mented that the president's address 
"did not add anything to his other 
speeches that would tend to divert sus- 
picion from him." But Goldwater said he 
supports the President in his appeal for 
Americans to recognize dangers to the 
country and the world. 


George Bush, chairman of the 


Republican National Committee, called 
the speech "credible and very reasonab- 
le." He said he is convinced the 
American people want the country freed 
"from the Watergate obsession." 


His counterpart, Robert Strauss of the 


Democratic National Committee, said 
the President "neither added nor sub- 
tracted anything from where we were 
before he went on the air." 


Nixon reatfirmed the stand his 


lawyers have takon in federal court-that 
by releasing tape recordings made of 
conversations in his office and on his 
telephone "the confidentiality of the 
office of the President would always be 
suspect. 


"That is why I shall continue to oppose 


efforts which would set a precedent that 
would cripple all future presidents by 
inhibiting conversations between them 
and those they look to for advice," he 
said. 


Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, DHawaii, a 


member of the Senate committee, said 
he was disappointed with the statement 
and bothered by the President's 
remark' that the committee was ab- 
sorbed in implicating Nixon. 


"I believe the contrary to be true, 


Inouye said. "Never have we as a panel 
or as individuals ever suggested that the 
President was aware of or involved in the 
break-in." 


Nixcn deplored the abuses in the 1972 


campaign, but said a few overzealous 
people should not be permitted "to tar 
the reputation of the m i l l i o n s of 
dedicated Americans who fought hard 
but clean for the candidates of their 
choice in 1972." 


He pledged to do all he could to ensure

Scattered fighting nearPhnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH. Cambodia (AP> - 


Scattered fighting was reported on three 
sides of Phnom Penh today, and insur- 
gents withdrew for resupply on thf 
southern front. Western military at- 
taches said. 


Fighting continued northwest of the 


city where the Communist-led rebels are 
dug in near the approaches to Pochen- 
tong Airport, 4'/2 miles from the center 
of the city, the sources reported. 


The attaches said the rebels were 


badly hurt by U.S. bombing before the 
raids ended Wednesday and were 
drawing back south of the city for strat- 
egic purposes. 


The Cambodian government said it 


detected no sign of a nev, offensive 
shaping up against the city. 
' Col. Am Ron^, chief spokesman for the 
Cambodian military command, said 
refugees from areas held by the insur- 
gents reported they were still trying t-> 
make up heavy losses suffered in the 
final weeks of the American air blitz. 
"They are regrouping and resupply-- 


ing, and it could be one or two months-> 
before they are ready for a big push," he- 
said. 


The government reported the recap- 


tur'-of Kompong Kanuioi.a district town 
li miles southeast of Phnom Penh, and 
the clearing of Route 38, which runs 
around the outside of the city's southern 
defense perimeter. 


A communique said the center of 


Kompong Kantuot and the nearby 
village of Kompong Tuo! were reoc- 
cupied at noon Wednesday, an hour and 
a quarter after the American bombing 
stopped. It said the insurgents pulled 
back and there was little resistance. 


Fighting was reported also at Set Bo, 


13 miles south of Phnom Penh, and at 
Prey Bamg, 20 miles to the northeast. 
But there were no big attacks on 
government positions reported. 


For Phnom Penh's 1.5 million people, 


the night-long dm of nearby American 
bombing raids was replaced by the 
sound of only occasional artillery fire 
from government forces. 


The Cambodian command believes 


that the Communist-led insurgents are 
unable to take prompt advantage of the 
end of the American bombing because 
their primitive logistics force them to 
make lengthy preparations for any big 
offensive. 


Am Rong said the government also 


believes the insurgents may be having 
trouble finding recruits to fill their 
ranks. He claimed 10 more defectors 
came over to the government north of 
Phnom Penh and reported the peasants 
are increasingly unhappy with attempts 
by the rebels to impose communal 
farming methods. 


Some American sources in Phnom 


Penh express the belief that time may 
not be entirely on the side of the insur- 
gents. They suggest that the longer 
President Lon Nol's government holds 
out, the greater w i l l become the 
differences between the various insur- 
gent factions. 


The rebel forces include nationalist 


and royalist factions as well as the 
Communist Khmer Rouge. And even the 
Communists are divided in their loyal- 
ties, although men trained in Hanoi are 
believed to dominate the leadership. 


"It is still early, but we have always 


believed reports that Phnom Penh would 
be overrun once American bombing 
ended were wild exaggerations," said 
Am Rong. 


However, some Western military ob- 


servers believe there may be some 
shocks in store for the city soon. 
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attempt any such comprehensive and 
detailed response." 


Here is what Nixon slid about some of 


the principal figures involved in Wat- 
ergate. 


Mitchell—'During the summer of 


1972, I repeatedly asked for reports on 
the progress of the investigation.'' Nixon 
said. "Every report that I received was 
that no persons, other than the seven who 
were subsequently indicted, were in- 
volved in the Watergate operation." 


Two of those seven were employes of 


the Nixon campaign committee. Yei 
Nixon didn't ask campaign director 
Mitchell about it. Mitchell, denying a 
sworn accusation that he himself 
approved the wiretapping, said he would 
have cited "chapter and verse" to Nixon 
if asked. DEAN-Nixon said Dean was 
ordered to investigate any White House 
involvement in the wiretapping and 
reported through other staff members 
that there was none. Nixon said he 
believed that, and told it to the nation on 
Aug. 29, 1972, two months after the 
break-in. Yet Nixon didn't talk to Dean 
face-to-face until Sept. 15, the day the 
seven were indicted. "He gave me no 
reason at that meeting to believe any 
others were involved," Nixon said. But 
by all accounts, the President didn't ask 
who else might be involved. 


Dean, by his own admission, was 


working to cover up the involvement of 
campaign deputy Jeb S. Magruder, 
Mitchell and others, and said he as- 
sumed the President knew that. Nixon 
did not ask him about the involvement of 
others. 
; GRAY-On July 6,1972, less than three 
weeks after the bugging raid, acting FBI 
Chief Gray said he warned Nixon that 
men around him were using the FBI and 
the CIA to confuse the investigation into 
{he wiretapping. 
1 Gray told the Senate Watergate com- 
mittee that he thoug at this was sufficient 
to tip Nixon that something illegal and 
improper was going on. He expected 
Nixon to question him, and says he would 
have named Dean and presidential 
domestic affairs adviser Ehrlichman. 


But the questions never came, and 


Gray said he decided he had been overly 
alarmed. Nixon didn't say why he 
allowed Gray's warning to pass. 


In his earlier Watergate statement last 


May 22, Nixon quoted Gray as saying in 
that call that the FBI's probe could lead 
higher. Gray testified that he couldn't 
recall saying that. Nixon dropped any 
reference to those words Wednesday 
night. 


March 21-Another departure from the 


last Watergate statement was Nixon's 
account of what happened March 21, the 
day Dean said he gave Nixon details of 
the affair. Nixon said Dean didn't tell 
him that payments to the wiretappers 
were intended to buy silence, and didn't 
tell him that clemency had been offered 
to a defendant, only that it had been 
1 discussed. 


But he conceded that Dean told him 


that at least one campaign official, and 
possibly two, were implicated in the 
affair, that wiretapper E. Howard Hunt 
was trying to blackmail the White House 
for $120,000. 


Nixon said Dean's statements "were 


largely unsupported by details or 
evidence," although a number of them 
obviously were based on Dean's first- 
hand knowledge. In any case, Nixon 
didn't inform the FBI or the Justice 
Department, according to sworn tes- 
timony by Gray, former Atty. Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst and Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Henry E. Petersen. 


Last April 30 Nixon claimed otherwise. 


He said, in a televised address to the 
nation, that on March 21 "I personally 
ordered those conducting the investigat- 
ions to get all the facts and to report 
them directly to me right here in this 
office." Gray, Petersen and Kleindienst 
said they received no such orders. Nixon 
didn't explain the apparent discrepancy, 
and dropped any reference to orders to 
"get the facts." 


ELLSBERG-Nixon also altered his 


account of when he first learned of the 
break-in by White House "plumbers" at 
the office of Dr. Lewis Fielding, a 
Beverly Hills psychiatrist who treated 
Pentagon Papers defendant Daniel 
Ellsberg. Nixon indicated earlier that he 
found out about it sometime after March 
21. 


"After a very careful review. I have 


determined that this statement of mine 
is not precisely accurate," he said. Ac- 
tually, he learned of the breakin March 
17, he said. 


But Nixon didn't say who told him, or 


why. 


He said that a month later, April 18, he 


ordered Petersen to stay out of the 
"plumbers" activities "because I knew 
this could seriously injure the national 
security." Yet on April 25, when Peter- 
sen and Kleindienst urged that infor- 
mation about the break-in be given to the 
judge trying Ellsberg's case, Nixon 
agreed. Nixon didn't say why he changed 
his mind. And he shed no new light on 
what the "plumbers" had been doing 
that would endanger national security if 
revealed.

Space-available flight 
challenged by Aspin 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Rep. Les Aspin 


says he plans to introduce a bill to halt 
what he calls the military's "worldwide

7 indicted in Moslem sect murders 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Seven 


Philadelphia men have been indicted in 
the mass-murder here last January of 
five children and two adult members of 
a Hanafi Moslem sect. 


The 23-count indictment handed down 


Wednesday by a District of Columbia 
grand jury accused each of the seven 
with premeditated murder, felony 
murder, armed robbery, assault with 
intent to kill and armed burglary. 


An eighth person also was named in 


the indictment as having participated in 
the execution-style slayings, but he has 
since died, police said. 


The murders took place last Jan. 18 at 


a Hanafi Moslem headquarters in a 
residential section of northwest 
Washington. Police said four children, 
including a two-week old infant, were 
drowned and a fifth shot to death. Two 
adult members of the group were also 
shot to death and two others wounded. 


Indicted were John Clark, William 


Christian, James Price, John-Griffin, 
Theodore Moody, Jerome Sinclair and 
Ronald Harvey, police said. 


An FBI spokesman said Harvey, 32, 


also faced murder charges in the June 8 
slaying of black entrepreneur Major 
Benjamin Coxson in Camden, N.J. 
Harvey was taken into custody June 28 
by FBI agents. 


The indictment accuses the eight men 


of hatching the murder scheme four 
days earlier in Philadelphia, and then 
driving to Washington armed with pis- 
tols and sawed-off shotguns. 


Main target of the conspiracy, said the 


indictment, was Hamaas Khaalis, leader 
of the group and the father of three of the 
slain children. He was not at the 
residence when the eight men arrived, 
said the indictment. 


Khaalis, at the time of the murders, 


said he believed the slayings were by

Kremlin hoping for 
record grain harvest

_ Moscow has drawn a sharp sigh of 
^relief 
and 
issued an 
optimistic 


preliminary report on the, 1973 harvest, 
but there's a long way to go yet, and 
the Kremlin remains subject to jitters 
about overall prospects. 


The year 1972 was what Russians 


called a "once-a-century" disaster that 
caused the Soviet Union to bargain for 
a billion dollars worth of U.S. grain. 
.A great deal, economically and 
politically, hangs on the 1973 perfor- 
mance. Even with a fairly good year, 
prospects are that Moscow will have 
to go shopping abroad again for high 
protein wheat. Thus, even minor 
reverses can hurl, while a serious 
setback would pile new trouble atop the 
1972 calamity. 


Up to now, the Kremlin has been 


lucky, after two attacks of jitters. 


The first attack came in January 


when-as in 1972—there was inadequate 
snow cover in large areas of the 
Ukraine and Russia's Black Earth" 
zone, which produce most of the winter 
wheat. Penetrating frost and lack of 
snow menace winter wheat sown the 
previous fall, and also deprive the soil 
of moisture vital to crops that are sown- 
in spring for fall harvesting. Last year, 
such conditions caused the loss of half 
the hoped-for winter crop. But this 
year the situation took a turn for the 
better. 
. Through June the outlook was ex- 
cellent. Then came another attack of 
jitters. Toward mid-July, -when har- 
vesting was in progress in 12 of the 
U.S.S.R.'s 15 republics, the press 
reported "unprecedented rains" in 
areas of western Byelorussia, the 
Ukraine, Moldavia and the northern 
Caucasus and in the Volga valley from 
Saratov southward. 


The Central Statistical Administrat- 


ion said that up to that point, in the 
Russian Republic and the Ukraine, 
"considerably less grain and pulse 
(edible seeds) have been harvested 
than by the same time last year." 


"Complicated harvesting conditions, 


we have been told by the Ministry of 
Agriculture, are expected not only in 
the northern 
Caucasus 
and 
the 


Ukraine, but also in many central 
Black Earth regions, Byelorussia and 
elsewhere, where the grain crop has 
been flattened in large areas," the 
board reported. 
,Nearly 6 million acres of grain crops 
were flattened in the Ukraine alone, 
and such losses could be painful in a 
year where every carload of grain 
would count. 


Despite these unpleasant develop- 


ments, the Ministry of Agriculture was 
able in the third week of July to report

The 1972 crisis had set back fall 


planting severely, so that 10 million 
less acres of winter wheat were 
planted. Winter grain is immensely 
important, accounting for 40 per cent 
of the total grain crop.

grain failures. Since 1971 and 1972 both 
had been bad, there was a lot of deficit 
to be made up. It would have been 
unusual to have three consecutive bad 
weather years. That would have 
wrecked an important sectibn of the 
Ninth Five-Year Plan program. 


Crop failures dislocate the whole 


consumer economy. Labor must be 
recruited wholesale, from factories and 
student ranks, for efforts to save all 
possible of a threatened harvest.

Emergency grain purchases 
abroad are at the expense of other 
sectors of the economy.

There are about 400 districts in the state.

The 
liquor dealers complained that they are 
severely restricted by laws including a 
requirement to have licensed personnel 
on the premises at all times and to halt 
liquor sales at 9 p.m.

Warranties top buyer complaints 


From the day the car was new, not a 


month passed without a trip to the 
dealership (for wheel, axle, engine and 
transmission problems)...When my car 
was 30 months old (3,000 miles) I 
complained to the dealer of slippage 
from 1st to 2nd and slippage with- 
-ownshifting from 3rd to 2nd I was 
assured many times by him. and later 
by the factory representative, the shift- 
ing was normal...My guarantee has now 
expired...The transmission failed at 
15,000 miles...Total repair costs were 
5363." 


These are excerpts from a letter 


received from an infuriated car owner 
just recently—and it is typical of 
agonized complaints being sent by 
mounting numbers of auto buyers to 
consumer organizations and spokesman 
the nation over. 


Shoddy work, small print 


For despite the auto manufacturers' 


advertised claims of better warranties 
better dealer follow-up on defects and 
the widely publicized installation of 
consumer "hot lines" to deal with car 
warranty and repair problems, it's the 
same old shameful tale: continuous 
back-and-forthing to car dealers and 
repair shops, shoddy work done in the 
shops, warranties expiring days before 
defects are uncovered, and the myriad 
of traps in the small print. 


Warranty problems are, in sum, at or 


near the top of most consumer gripe 
lists-and this covers not just auto 
warranties but also warranties that 
come with a wide variety of consumer 
products. 


Probably the stickiest problem of all 


is the "lemon" bought by an innocent 
consumer-for while dealers will patch 
and re-patch tne product, once a real 
lemon, always a lemon. And the owner 
of it is stuck with it. How many times 
have you watched and waited in utter 
frustration 
while the dealer's ser- 


vicemen did everything except the one 
thing they should have done at the 
start-given you a new product? 


Nearly three years ago, the appliance 


industry's organization set up to deal 
with consumer complaints (MACAP) 
made these recommendations to in- 
dustry on warranties: 


Beware implied promise 


"All 
warranties should be clearly 
worded; 


"Warranties should not contain 


disclaimer 
clauses 
pertaining to 


product merchantability and fitness 
(i.e., should not disclaim "implied" 
warranties —the unwritten promise that 
a product will do and be what it is sup- 
posed to do and be); 


v/,.ner exemptions in warranties 


should be . . conspicuously disclosed; 


"If a consumer has an identical 


recurring problem with a product dur- 
ing the warranty period, the warranty 
as applied to that particular part of the 
equipment should be extended." 


But grandiose as those recommenda- 


tions were and are, neither the large 
appliance nor the auto industry has 
solved the warranty problem for the 
U.S. consumer. Only a tiny number of 
' manufacturers have come to grips with 
the challenge of the lemon-and as 
products become more complex, so do 
their warranty problems. 


Yes, some guarantees (for all prac- 


tical purposes, a warranty is the same 
as a guarantee) permit a customer to 
choose a replacement, a repair or a 
refund for a defective product. But this 
eminently sensible idea has hardly been 
contagious 


Know what is covered 


What, therefore, can you do to protect 


yourself against 
the problems of 


warranties? 


Know, before you buy, just what the 


warranty does and does not cover and 
who will make good on the product if it 
is defective in part or is an out-and-out 
lemon. 


Find out not only what the warranty 


covers but also what it does not cover. 


Don't fall for "lifetime" guarantees.

Gen. Bradley having 
special treatment 
for blood clots 


LOS ANGELES (AP) -General of the 


Army Omar N. Bradley, the nation's 
only five-star general, underwent emer- 
gency surgery early today for insertion 
of a sieve-like device to prevent 
recurrent blood clots from migrating to 
his lungs. 


The general's wife Kitty said in a 


statement after the operation: "The 
general has survived surgery. His con- 
dition is serious, but the prognosis is 
very hopeful." 


Bradley, 80, was hospitalized Monday 


at the University of California at Los 
Angeles Medical Center for treatment of 
blood clots in the lungs. 


"Heparin injections have helped dis- 


solve the clots but have failed to prevent 
recurrent attacks," a hospital spokes- 
woman said. 


The spokeswoman said the surgery 


involved emplacement of an umbrella- 
shaped device in the vena cava to strain 
out blood clots and prevent them from 
entering the lungs. The vena cava is a 
major vein in the human body, entering 
the heart. 


When Bradley was admitted to the 


hospital, doctors said his blood clots 
apparently were caused by an operation 
on a football injury he suffered at West 
Point nearly 60 years ago. 


Bradley commanded the American 


troops which landed on the beaches at 
Normandy, France, on D-Day, June 6, 
1944, and fought on to victory over Nazi 
Germany. After the war he served as the 
first chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 


A native of Clark, Mo., he has been in 


semi-retirement from the Army since 
1953. He stepped down last month as 
chairman of the board of Bulova Watch 
Co.

Little known about 
man behind murders

for a week, subject to the same dearth of 
information that has made a mystery of 
everything about Corll. 


Elmer Wayne Henley Jr. has said he 


shot Corll to death the morning of Aug. 
8 during an argument at a sex and 
paint-sniffing party. 


Henley, 17, and David 0. Brooks, 18, 


later led investigators to the graves of 
the teenagers and detailed to police 
nearly three years of luring boys to 
apartments and houses where Corll 
resided. 


Henley and Brooks now are under in- 


dictment on charges of murder and are 
being held in jaii. 


A copyright story published by the 


Houston Chronicle traced Corll's 
background from a Fort Wayne, Ind., 
birth record to the fatal shooting in 
suburban Pasadena through relatives 
and friends who requested anonymity. 


Former classmates at Vidor, Tex., 


where he attended high school, recall 
Corll as a good boy who "liked girls just 
as much as the rest of us" and who was 
a good trombone player in the school 
band. 


"Vidor was so strict in those days, I 


don't think we even knew what a 
homosexual was," the Chronicle quoted 
a woman as saying. "All the acceptable 
behavior was motivated by the Baptist 
church, and you didn't even smoke in 
Vidor." 


Corll's best friend in Vidor said it is 


difficult to believe what he has read and 
heard since Corll's death. 


"Let me put it this way," he said. "If 


Dean Corll had knocked on my door last 
Wednesday night before this story 
broke, I would have invited him in for a 
beer/' 


Corll was born on Dec. 24,1939, in Fort 


Wayne to Arnold and Mary Corll, both 23 
at the time. 


"But his parents never were happy," 


a woman relative said. "They fought and 
fussed before they got married and they' 
fought and fussed right up to the end." 


The relative said, "Dean was a good 


boy, but the good ones are so often used 
by the damnable ones. 


"High school was son of a struggle for 


him. He had to work, helping out his 
mother, and he had odd jobs here and 
there." 


Corll worked with his mother, then 


known as Mary West, in a candy 
business after high school graduation 
and then went north in 1960 to care for his 
recently widowed grandmother. 


"He knew she'd be alone and would 


need someone to take her to church and 
places," the relative said. "He got a job 
up there, stayed with his grandmother 
two years, but he always managed to 
send a little money to his mother down 
here." 


In 1962, Corll lived with his mother, 


brother and half-sister in Houston in the 
Heights area where a number of the 
victims of the mass murders later grew 
into their teens. 


The Corll Candy Co. was established 


with Mrs. Corll as president, Dean as 
vice president and the brother as 
secretary-treasurer, with the stepsister 
assisting. 


Drafted in 1964, Corll was stationed at 


Ft. Polk, La., Ft. Benning, Ga., and Ft. 
Hood, Tex., prior to receiving 10 months 
later an honorable discharge as a 
hardship case so he could return and 
help the family with the candy business. 


The candy factory later was moved to 


a larger building across the street from 
an elementary school in the Heights. The 
firm was dissolved about 1968 and the 
mother and halfsister moved to 
Colorado. 


Corll entered an electrician's training 


program at the Houston Lighting &' 
Power Co. and was working for that firm 
at the time of his death. 


After his parents were divorced, Corll 


kept in touch with his father. The relat- 
ive said that about two months ago the 
father moved and offered his son the use 
of his old house in Pasadena. 


Arnold Corll was photographed at his 


son's funeral but has been unavailable to 
newsmen.

dividend of fewer heart attacks and 
strokes, says a food expert. 


Americans generally eat too much fat 


and some meats are a major source of it, 
says Mary Winston, nutritionist of the 
American Heart Association. 


A high intake of fat is considered 


harmful to the heart, she explains. Being 
overweight also is a villain taxing your 
heart. 


So, eating smaller portions of meat 


"would be a plus factor." So would the 
right choices of vegetables to substitute 
for the proteins contained in meat.

"Don't just substitute omelet for 


beefsteaks because eggs are cheaper. 
The yoke of one large egg contains 250 
milligrams of cholesterol. Our Heart 
Association recommends you try to take 
in no more than 300 milligrams a day, 
averaged out over the week." 


An excess of cholesterol, a waxy 


material, is blamed for helping to clog 
arteries of the heart and brain and 
producing heart attacks or strokes. 


Three ounces of lean beef contain only 


77 milligrams of cholesterol. But there's 
a good deal more if you don't first trim 
off the surrounding fat. 


Mrs. Winston cautions against 


regularly substituting organ meats, the 
sweetbreads and kidneys for beef. While 
the organ meats are cheaper in price, 
they contain very high amounts of 
cholesterol -396 milligrams in three 
ounces of calf sweetbreads. 


Three ounces, by the way, would be a 


slice of meat about the length of the palm 
of your hand, and a quarter-inch thick.

"We have been a meat-eating nation," 


she continues, with the latest Depart- 
ment of Agriculture figures showing this 
average consumption of meats per per- 
son per year: 


-102 pounds of beef. 
-58 pounds of poultry and fish. 
-32 pounds of pork. 
-202 pounds total per person, or more 


than half a pound a day of these foods. 


For years, Americans have been get- 


ting some 40 per cent or more of all their 
calories from fats. Heart experts urge it 
be reduced to 30 per cent, with less of the 
total fat being the "saturated" type, 
which is recognizeable by the fact that it 
hardens when left standing at room 
temperature. 


The fat around meat is high in the 


saturated kind and blamed as one culprit 
in producing the artery clogging 
disease. 


Three ounces of lean beef provides 8.4 


grams of fat and 189 calories. 


Three ounces of chicken provides 5 


grams of fat, and 150 calories. 


But that's for your chicken without the 


skin. Eat the skin, and the three ounces 
give you 14 grams of fat, and 248 
calories, because most of the chicken fat 
lies on the inside of the skin. 


Three ounces of most fishes supply 4.5 


grams of fat and 126 calories. The fat in 
fish is unsaturated. 


You can spread your budget-limited 


supply, Mrs. Winston remarks. 


One example is a casserole containing 


one pound of ground round steak, one 
cup of elbow macaroni, tomato sauce 
and seasonings. It can serve six people 
at a cost of 35 cents per eater, she says. 
Such a dish comes under various 
recipies and names, one of which is 
"belly-stuffer."

making the right amounts of proteins. 


Meats, poultry and fish, eggs, skim 


and-whole milk, yogurt and cottage 
cheese, are "complete" proteins con- 
taining all the essential eight, plus 
others. 


Vegetables differ in content of the 


essential eight. Soybean contains seven, 
lacking one called methionine. Corn 
meal has that, though, so a combination 
of the two foods meets the right 
arithmetic, in a diet as effective as one 
based on meat. 


Various other combinations fill the 


protein demand, such as noddles with 
kidney beans and walnuts, grains and 
dried beans. Rice is not a "complete" 


supplied from meat and dairy products, 
but green leafy vegetables do contain it. 


-To fill up, don't go for snacks like 


potato chips, cheese puffs, things that 
contribute little nutritionally. 


-Many Chinese dishes are good, 


because they contain lean meat with 
vegetables that meet the protein needs.

Basketball 
bothers 
neighbors

Q: Boy, do I need help. Neighbors 


have been complaining and calling 
police because my son retrieves his 
basketball from their yard when it hap- 
pens to bounce that way. My problem: I 
want to put up a fence, to keep the ball in 
our yard and for privacy. Village or- 
dinances aliow only a four-foot fence and 
I would need a six-foot one. I would like 
to put up a permanent four-foot fence 
and top it with a lightweight two-foot 
fence, so that my son, age 11, and I could 
put it up and take it down —daily —if 
necessary. Any suggestions? —Green- 
dale, Wis. 


A: Instead of actual fencing, consider 


sections of volley ball or badminton 
netting; very light weight. As many 
sections as you deem needed. The posts 
could be stuck into sections of pipes 
driven into the ground just inside your 
permanent fence, lifted out when fence 
not needed. Or they could be hinged for 
easier raising and lowering. 


Q: Would you please tell me if and 


with what type paint I can finish rattan 
furniture? Where can I get some more 
rattan for repairs? —Norfolk. 


A: Rattan furniture can certainly be 


refinished. If you want it natural, use 
clear acrylic or plastic. If you want 
white, black or color, use enamel. Use 
spray cans, rather than a brush-on 
finish. No matter how much you jab with 
a brush, you can never get the coverage 
in nooks and crannies that you'll get 
with a spray. This is also true for 
repainting wicker. Discount stores with 
large hobby departments usually stock 
rattan, plus instruction books for 
reweaving. P.S.: You could also use a 
shingle stain, if you like the color.

Points to 
remember 
buying a chair 


There are several things to keep in 


mind when you buy a chair to assure 
long wear and comfort, according to 
Jane Graff, home furnishing specialist 
at the University of Wisconsin-Exten- 
sion. 


Before going shopping, it is important 


to consider the purpose the chair will 
serve. It's a good idea to measure one 
that's comfortable for the person who'll 
Sul '£ !l mt?st- These measurements 
should be written down and taken along 
on the shopping trip. 


Because things look different in the 


store, Miss Graff suggests that samples 
of draperies, wall colors, rugs and ac- 
cessories be taken along. 


When in the dtore, try to judge the 


chair's total value to you and not just its 
cost. Price will give some indication of 
quality because good workmanship and 
materials cost more. Be sure you are 
comparing prices of chairs with similar 
construction features. Differences in 
construction, quantity and quality of 
inside materials and fabric cause great 
variation in price. 


Important to a chair's quality is the 


way it is made. The frame and base need 
to be strong to withstand weight and 
shifting of the body. 


Upholstered furniture is usually made 


with springs beneath the seat. The type 
and number of springs varies according 
to the size and style. But the closer the 
springs are placed together, the 
stronger the chair will be. 


Foam rubber and polyurethane foam 


are the most common types of padding 
according 
to 
Miss 
Graff 


Polyurethane

is man-made' 


lightweight, strong and least expensive. 
Both types give a good look to the chair, 
providing firmness and durability. 
Foam cushions are sometimes wrapped 
in polyesther fiberfill batting to give a 
plump look. 


Outside appearance often indicates 


inside quality. Look at the overall ap- 
pearance - fabric, tailoring and wood 
finish. There should be enough padding 
in the right places for comfortable sit- 
ting, so sit in the chair to test its com- 
fort. Remember, the fabric cover won't 
wear well if you can feel the frame 
under the padding, especially on the 
arms and corners. 


When checking tailoring, look for 


smooth cording, straight seams and a 
good fit. The patterns should be 
carefully matched and the fabric grain 
should be straight. 


Good quality wooden parts, Miss Graff 


says, will be smooth to touch and their 
color even. The better finishes will be 
more satiny and natural looking. 


Fabric durability is especially impor- 


tant for a chair that will get hard use. 
The most durable have a close, firm 
weave with tightly twisted threads. 
Rayon, acetate, cotton and nylon are 
commonly used, but many fabrics are 
made from combinations of fibers. 
Wearing quality depends on the strength 
of the fiber used in the largest amount. 


Soil and stain resistance can be given 


to all fabrics except vinyl. These 
finished do not soiiproof the fabric but 
make it resistant to stains caused by 
water soluable substances and often oily 
substances. When you have a chair 
cleaned, be sure to tell the cleaner which 
type of finish has been applied. 


Manufacturers are required by law to 


state the filling material used in uphol- 
stered furniture, the home furnishings 
expert says. To find this information, 
look for a tag or label on the bottom of 
the piece or under the cushion. Fabrics 
already on the furniture may not be 
labeled as to fiber content since this is 
not required by law. 


Many times the only guide to selecting 


a chair will be its overall appearance 
and feel. Take time to compare pieces

No 
human being can ever fully know 
another. But it's especially painful for 
parents to feel themselves estranged 
from their children because they don't 
know what they think and feel. 


Children are separate and individual 


people with ideas of their own. Their 
thoughts may not as yet be as fully 
developed as their elders'. And though 
they inevitably operate on frequencies 
similar to those of their parents and 
siblings, each child has a unique way of 
looking at, 
feeling, hearing, and 


smelling the world about him. The only 
thing that's surprising about this is that 
it surprises so many parents.

If your child gains 
confidence in the fact that he can come 
to you and tell you any of his thoughts or 
dreams, then you will have opened a 
gateway to his mind. You'll have and 
keep some insight into what really goes 
on inside him. '

He now is more often heard to 
pronounce the huge yearling's name 
correctly ("Muh-TOO-zak"). 


And, who knows, the day may come 


when he'll start batting a thousand, par- 
ticularly if Big John continues to per- 
form as he has in his eirst two pro ap- 
pearances. 


Matuszak, a surprisingly svelte 6 


foot-8 and 290 pounds, gives"promise of 
living up to the fanfare he was accorded 
when the Oilers took advantage of their 
low 1972 estate (1-13) to make him the 
very first selection in last January's Na- 
tional Football League draft.

Questions for the President 


Mr. President, Sir, several questions which you did not 


answer in your address to the American people last night: 


Why did you tape record conversations which took place in 


your office and by telephone? 


What will be done with these tapes in the future? 
Who besides Mr. Haldeman will have access to them? 
Are you continuing to tape record conversations in your 


office and over your telephone without the other people 
involved knowing that you are doing so? 


And until you answer these questions, to which you have 


never addressed yourself, how can you expect any person to 
converse with you with any confidence that the conversation 
is confidential? 


This may be an over-simplification, but there wouldn't be 


any legal or constitutional question about the "tapes if you 
had not ordered them recorded in the first place, in a clear 
violation of the confidentiality which you now claim to be so 
vital to the Presidency. 


Report opposes handguns 


The "no change" recommendation in regard to current 


laws regulating the possession and use of rifles and shot- 
guns may keep the National Advisory Commission on 
Criminal Justice Standards and Goals from getting the 
usual hysterical treatment from gun enthusiasts and some 
of the lunatic fringe. But not completely. 


The commission urged that all states outlaw completely 


the possession of handguns by private citizens. "The 
commission believes that private use and possession of 
handguns infringes on the right of the American public to be 
free from violence and death caused by the use of hand- 
guns," the report said. It has the statistics on deaths and 
injuries, intentional and accidental, as pretty sound 
evidence. Moreover, the commission pointed out that, while 
some people keep handguns for personal protection, "a 
handgun in the home is more likely to kill a member of the 
family than it is to provide lifesaving protection from 
burglars and robbers." 


Those who continue to insist that1 the United States 


Constitution permits everyone to carry a gun or that 
removing them from homes will open the nation to Com- 
munist take-over will not be persuaded by the commission's 
report. But perhaps the continued threat of handguns in the 
nation will persuade reasonable legislators to take action. 


In another area, the commission virtually repeated the 


recommendations of Wisconsin's own commission on 
criminal rehabilitation by questioning the wisdom of stiff 
laws against gambling, prostitution, pornography, off beat 
sexual conduct and the use of marijuana for adults in 
private. While the federal commission said "it is not 
necessarily recommending decriminalization . . . as a 
minimum, each state should remove incarceration as a 
penalty for these offenses except in the case of persistent 
and repeated offenses." One might ask, offenses against 
whom or what? More pertinent is the explanation that this 
all does not necessarily apply "in behavior on which a 
willful attempt is made to affect others." This is especially 
so when minors are involved. 


Little by little more rational attitudes toward crime and 


criminals, misdeeds and serious incidents are being 
developed. There may even be some relationship between 
our locking up for long sentences those who commit per- 
sonal moral aberrations and the statistics on violent crime 
in the United States. 


The genetic factor in education 


Once upon a time, educational theorists saw Utopia ahead. 


If only enough money could be spent, enough good teachers 
were hired to give plenty of time to each child, libraries 
were amptly stocked and other teaching aids were easily 
available, all American school children would thrive 
academically. 


In 1966 the Coleman report blasted this idea which was 


being doubted anyway. 


Essentially the Coleman report, named after a Johns 


Hopkins sociologist who surveyed 600,000 American school 
children, found that children do well or poorly in school 
pretty much regardless of class size, expenditures per 
pupil, teacher qualifications and curriculum. 


The Coleman report was not a cry to return to the one 


room crowded school and cut back on all the so-called frills 
of education. Rather it was that there was a point in the 
educational experience where outside stimulation of a pupil 
has little effect. But the children in the better equipped 
schools and especially those with knowledgeable and ins- 
piring teachers are well ahead of their more deprived 
fellows educationally and probably as human beings.

State imposes will on local taxation 


MADISON —One of the least noticed but most 


significant of the bold policy innovations in the 
Lucey administration's remarkable state bud- 
get permits the state for the first time to impose 
its will on the extent of spending and taxing by 
elected representatives in local government. 


In retrospect, and remembering the almost 


sacerdotal principle of home rule in Wisconsin 
municipal government over the decades, 
legislative acceptance of such a denigration of 
the caoacity. responsibility and ipteilig«?"o° of 
the freely elected aldermen, mayors land the 
others in local administrations was one of the 
startling political events of the year. 


There is reason to believe, indeed, that the 


deed was made possible by what can only be 
called inattention in local governments. In 
Madison aldermen and others at city hall 
learned about the limitation so tardily that there 
was no real opportunity to register disapproval. 


Didn't pay close attention 


What the incident suggests, of course, is that 


local officers were inattentive. They failed to 
read the bulletins from the organizations that 
they retained for such information and advisory 
purposes, the League of Wisconsin Municipali- 
ties, the Alliance of Cities, and half a dozen 
others. One wonders whether some of the city 
attorneys are blushing about such oversight. 


The new state censorship of local expendi- 


tures and taxation is two pronged. The most 
important limitation applies to the property tax 
as the general foundation for local government. 
The limit is defined as a proportion of local 
government disbursement increases this year. 
It will probably mean that local property taxes 
cannot rise more than 9 to 10 per cent in the 
state as a whole next year. 


But the same budget act appears to 


emohasize the determination to put a brake on 
spendthrifts in the localities by setting an 
absolute limit beyond which per pupil expendi- 
tures in the schools will be regarded as illegal. 
Whatever explanations there may be for inat- 
tention toward the property tax ceiling, there is 
no very plausible reasons for ignorance on the 
school spending maximum. No state budget in 
modern history produced more debate and 
publicity about its school finance provisions. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey and his men provided few 


explicit explanations for intervening in the 
taxing and financing choices of local govern- 
ments. 
But they were easily 
deduced, 


nevertheless. The governor plainly lacked con- 
fidence in the willingness of local politicians to 
resist spending pressures that would inevitably 
be generated by the heavily increased sums of 
state taxes channeled to local treasuries. 


His dominant theme was property tax relief. 


By compelling localities to stand up against the 
spenders, he was insuring that the additional 
money the state will send to localities next year 
will show up in adjustments on property tax 
bills. Unspoken, but obvious nevertheless^ was 
the governor's concern that without such ex- 
traordinary protective measures, he might be 
deprived of his re-election campaign next fall. 


For single year only 


That is not to say that a oolitical motivation ic 


necessarily unworthy. Republicans plainly were 
moved by political considerations also when 
they demanded that the state rebate in checks 
written to taxpayers the surplus in the state 
treasury that was not needed for the normal 
state budget. 


On the face of it, the state is not threatening 


the localities with a permanent tax curb from 
Madison. The taxing limit as now provided in 
the budget act is for a single year only. In 1975, 
as far as the legislative record now shows, 
localities will be free to make their own choices 
again. 


One of trie governor's problems, however, is 


to convince annoyed and skeptical local officers 
that the home rule idea won't be repudiated 
again on the basis of this year's precedent, or 
that one day another governor won't find it 
convenient or profitable to exploit it. 


• 


But Professor R. J. Herrnstein of Harvard University, 


points out that the more equal educational opportunities 
are, the more obvious genetic differences in children 
actually become. Home environment is important, too, he 
concedes, but not all influential. The parents of more than 
one child know how very different may be the approaches, 
attitudes and abilities in different areas of children in the 
same home. 


"The genetic factor . . . keeps getting submerged because 


it is so unwelcome, for the idea that people inherit important 
mental traits clashes with cherished ideals. Most people 
resent the note of fatalism that they detect in the genetic 
evidence; instead they like to hear that with a fair chance 
and earnest effort, all good things are possible ... wherever 
society equalizes opportunity, individual differences 
become crucial. In competitive sports, we accept that the 
race is to the swift... it may not be so obvious, but people 
vary in things besides the strength of their legs or their 
wind. They vary in mental capacity, energy, interest . . . 
those differences are, beyond any doubting, partly inborn, 
as much a part of people as their shapes." 


Professor Herrnstein does not mention the racial angle 


but that is one aspect that makes genetic differences a 
touchy subject. 


For parents there obviously is no clear answer. A child 


should not be pushed and prodded and made miserable 
because of his abilities. But the one prone to loafing won't 
get near his potential that way either. 


"In a truly democratic, productive society, people do not 


fare equally, they fare as they vary, and they vary gene- 
tically no less than nature's other creatures," writes 
Professor Herrnstein.

blow up the whole earth while we stand 
by helpless to avert this catastrophe.

When people in half of the world are 


dying from too little to eat, and people 
in the other half are dying from too 
much to eat, there has to be something 
basically wrong in the global system of 
distribution.

Watching an old stonemason at work 


(the last of a vanishing breed), it is 
hard not to feel that the greatest 
tragedy of industrialization is the 
decline—and virtual disappearance-oi 
the craftsman who was more concerned 
with what came out of his hands than 
what went into his pockets.

Publisher Loeb 
sued by Chotiner 


WASHINGTON - Can it be that 


William Loeb, the radical-conservative 
New Hampshire publisher who has 
waged verbal war on presidents and 
presidential candidates for 25 years, is 
at last about to get his comeuppance? 


Loeb's paper, the Manchester Union 


Leader, faces one of its toughest legal 
challenges, and from an unlikely 
source. 


Loeb's specialty is the crude political 


insult. He called President Dwight 
Eisenhower "the number one liar in the 
U.S.A."; President John Kennedy "the 
skunk's skunk's skunk"; Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller "Nelse the Knife"; and 
Sen. 
Edmund 
Muskie 
"Moscow 


Muskie." He blithely dismissed Sen. 
George McGovern during last year's 
primary in his state as a fellow espous- 
ing "a program for national suicide." 


Loeb used to make an exception for 


good old Dick Nixon. But things haven't 
been the same since Nixon went to 
China, a trip Loeb regarded as "im- 
moral, indecent, insane." 


Loeb attacks Chotiner 


One of Loeb's latest victims, however, 


is former White House counsel Murray 
Chotiner, a relatively modest political 
fish for the Union Leader's acid prose. 
Being a victim is an unaccustomed role 
for Chotiner, who in his former capacity 
as a major Nixon strategist invented 
some of the toughest political attacks in 
the business. 


The Union Leader, in a story written 


by reporter Arthur Egan Jr., accused 
Chotiner last Aprl of masterminding a 
secret White House campaign to raise 
funds from Nevada gamblers and the 
Teamsters Union. The huge kitty, ac- 
cording to Egan, was used to pay for the 
Watergate crew and other political es- 
pionage teams. It was also supposed to 
guarantee that James Hoffa remained 
in federal prison, where he could not 
recapture control of the Teamsters from 
union president Frank Fitzsimmons. 


Egan also wrote that Chotiner had 


suggested to him the Union Leader 
might contribute $250,000 to the cam- 
paign fund to doublecross Fitzsimmons 
and win release for Hoffa after all. 


Chotiner reacted with Loeb-like fury. 


"It's all a pack of vicious lies," he said, 
and sued for defamation of character, 
asking $3 million in damages. 


Libel suits are often threatened but 


seldom pursued, because they are dif- 
ficult to win. The courts have granted 
writers almost unlimited latitude in 
commenting upon the activities of 
public figures. 


Alioto fought for three years 


,e most recent celebrated case was 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto's 


suit 
against 
now-defunct 
Look 


magazine, in which an article had 
linked him to the Mafia. It took Alioto 
three years and one deadlocked jury 
before he won a second jury decision 
that the Look article was substantially 
false and defamatory. 


Over the years, the Union Leader has 


had several libel suits. All were settled 
out of court, except one in which a 
gardener 
claimed 
to have been 


defamed. He won. 


Chotiner is pursuing. Depositions 


have been taken in his office from Hof- 
fa, James Hoffa Jr., and Charles Col- 
son, a former White House aide whom 
Egan named in his own deposition as a 
go-between in the alleged plot. The 
three were filmed giving their tes- 
timony for later visual play-back at a 
trial. Fitzsimmons' deposition will be 
taken in September. 


The depositions are sealed under a 


court order. If the suit is not settled out 
of court, it will probably come to trial 
early next year. 


And that could be one of the most 


fascinating political spectacles of the 
season.

nesday night, "the confidentiality of the 
office of the presidency would always be 
suspect... 


"I shall therefore vigorously oppose 


any action which would set a precedent 
that would cripple all future presidents 
by inhibiting conversations between 
them and the persons they look to for 
advice." 


Nixon has refused to comply with 


subpoenas issued by Cox and the Senate 
Watergate Committee demanding tapes 
of presidential conversations about Wat- 
ergate. 


In what he called "the common sense 


of the matter," Nixon said "it is ab- 
solutely essential, if the President is to 
be able to do his job as the country 
expects, that he be able to talk openly 
and candidly with his advisers about 
issues and individuals .. 


"Indeed, on occasion they must be 


able to 'blow off steam' about important 
public figures."

Israel rejects slap 
by Security Council 


TEL AVIV (AP) -A Lebanese jetliner 


was diverted today to Israel's Lod In- 
ternational Airport under escort of two 
Israeli jet fighters, Israeli officials said. 


The Middle East Airlines Boeing 707 


was diverted on a flight from Libya to 
Lebanon, according to an airline 
spokesman in Beirut. 


An Beirut airport informant said 110 


passengers were on the plane. 


It could not be immediately deter- 


mined whether it was hijacked by a 
passenger or forced down by Israeli jets. 


However Israeli state radio said the 


Plane was hijacked by two unidentified 


persons aboard the jetliner as it flew 
over the island of Cyprus. 


In Beirut, a spokesman for the 


Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, a Marxist guerilla group, said 
it received information that Israel at 
first refused to allow the plane to land 
but finally granted permission. 


The front said none of its men were 


aboard the Boeing 707. 


Relatives of passengers waiting for the 


plane in Beirut were told it would be five 
hours late. The airport runways were 
deserted. No planes were landing or 
taking off, indicating it had been closed 
to air traffic.

argued, "The interest in confidentiality 
is never sufficient to support an official 
privilege where there is reason to 
believe that the deliberations may have 
involved criminal misconduct. 


"Second, under the particular cir- 


cumstances of the present case, the need 
of the grand jury for the critically im- 
portant evidence provided by the 
recordings upon a question of wrongdoi- 
ng by high officials and party leaders 
easily outweighs the slight risk to the 
freedom of executive discussions." 


Cox also rejected the contention that 


producing the tapes would set a 
precedent that would cripple the relat- 
ionship between future presidents and 
their aides. 


"There will be few occasions upon 


which a grand jury will have similar 
cause to believe there may ue material 
evidence of criminality of high officials 
in the papers and documents in the 
executive office of the president," Cox 
said. 


"There aides of future presidents are 


not likely to be timid because of this 
remote danger of disclosure," he added.

JERUSALEM (AP) -Israel warned 


the world today that despite condemna- 
tion from the U.N. Security Council, it 
will not let the rules of international law 
stand in the way of its hunt for Pales- 
tinian guerrilla leaders. 


"We will still get those that advocate 


the liquidation of Israel and those who 
continue to engage in m'urder," Israel's 
chief of staff, Lt. Gen. David Elazar, said 
at a military ceremony. 


"There is no way to get to them within 


international law, but we have the right 
of existence and the right of self- 
defense." 


He added that "international law is not 


enforced against the terrorists." And he 
warned that the world can expect more 
operations like the interception last 
Friday of a Lebanese airliner the 
Israelis thought was carrying four 
guerrilla leaders. 


The plane was diverted to an Israeli 


airfield, held for two hours and then 
released when it was found that the 
wanted men were not aboard.

The censure resolution was a 


compromise introduced by Britain and 
France following three days of debate 
and negotiations. Egypt, Iraq, the Soviet 
Union, Sudan, Indonesia, India 
Yugoslavia and China all favored a 
stronger resolution, ranging from 
harsher condemnation of Israel to urg- 
ing all countries to withhold aid from the 
Jewish state. But anything tougher 
could have drawn a veto from the United 
States, Israel's strongest backer. 


The resolution adopted condemned 


Israel for violating Lebanese territory 
and sovereignty. It branded the Israeli 
action a violation of the 1949 Lebanese- 
Israeli cease-fire, the 1967 U.N. cease- 
fire, the U.N. Charter, international 
conventions on civil aviation and "the 
principles of international law and 
morality." 


Israel was requested to "desist from 


any and all acts that violate Lebanon's 
sovereignty and territorial integrity and 
endanger the safety of international civil 
aviation." 


Reassuring Israel of America's con- 


tinued support, U.S. Ambassador John 
Scali told a newsman his vote for censure 
"will have no important effect whatever 
on the friendly relations between our two 
governments.

in Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, which 
means Nixon holds no leverage in 
preventing Hanoi or its allies from act- 
ing. 


It is understood that Nixon did not 


embrace Congress as a partner in future 
Indochina decisions because of a change* 
of heart over his role or responsibility. 


Instead, the President is said to be 


attempting to put Congress in a position 
where it can be blamed for any future 
aggressiveness by North Vietnam and 
for any failure in preventing further 
Communist victories. 


This theme was first stated as the 


administration fought various attempts 
in Congress to limit its power in fighting 
the Vietnam war. 


It reached its loudest pitch Aug. 2 in a 


letter to congressional leaders saying 
the Aug. 15 bombing cutoff could have 
"dangerous potential consequences" 
and was an "abandonment of a friend," 
Cambodia. 


The letter also included the same 


warning made in Wednesday's 
statement: "North Vietnam would be 
making a very dangerous error if it 
mistook the cessation of bombing in 
Cambodia for an invitation to fresh 
aggression .... 


"The American people would respond 


to such aggression with appropriate ac- 
tion." 


That last sentence in the Aug. 2 


warning differed in a major way from 
the Wednesday warning, which substit- 
uted Congress for "the American 
people."

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 


Scattered fighting was reported on thret 
sides of Phnom Penh today, and insur- 
gents withdrew for resupply on the 
southern front. Western military at- 
taches said. 


Fighting continued northwest of the 


city where the Communist-led rebels are 
dug in near the approaches to Pochen- 
tong Airport, 4'/£ miles from the center 
of the city, the sources reported. 


The attaches said the rebels were 


badly hurt by U.S. bombing before the 
raids ended Wednesday and were 
drawing back south of the city for strat- 
egic purposes. 


The Cambodian government said it 


detected no sign of a new offensive 
shaping up against the city. 


Col. Am Rong, chief spokesman for the 


Cambodian military command, said 
refugees from areas held by the insur- 
gents reported they were still trying to 
make up heavy losses suffered in the 
final weeks of the American air blitz. 
"They are regrouping and resupply- 


ing, and it could be one or two months? 
before they are ready for a big push," he 
said. 


The government reported the recap- 


ture of Kompong Kantuot, a district town 
11 miles southeast of Phnom Penh, and 
;hc clearing of Route .38, which runs 
around the outside of the city's southern 
defense perimeter. 


A communique said the center of 


Kompong Kantuot and the nearby- 
village of Kompong Tuol were reoc- 
cupied at noon Wednesday, an hour and 
a quarter after the American bombing 
stopped. It said the insurgents pulled 
back and there was little resistance. 


Fighting was reported also at Set Bo, 


13 miles south of Phnom Penh, and at 
Prey Baing, 20 miles to the northeast. 
But there were no big attacks on 
government positions reported. 


For Phnom Penh's 1.5 million people, 


the night-long din of nearby American 
bombing raids was replaced by the 
sound of only occasional artillery fire 
from government forces. 


The Cambodian command believes 


that the Communist-led insurgents are 
unable to take prompt advantage of the 
end of the American bornbing because 
their primitive logistics force the.n to 
make lengthy preparations for any big 
offensive. 
' 


Am Rong said the government also 


believes the insurgents may be having 
trouble finding recruits to fill their 
ranks. He claimed 10 more defectors 
came over to the government north of 
Phnom Penh and reported the peasants 
are increasingly unhappy with attempts 
by the rebels to impose communal 
farming methods. 


Some American sources in Phnom 


Penh express the belief that time may 
not be entirely on the side of the insur- 
gents. They suggest that the longer 
President Lon Nol's government holds 
out, the greater w i l l become the 
differences between the various insur- 
gent factions. 


The rebel forces include nationalist 


and royalist factions as well as the 
Communist Khmer Rouge. And even the 
Communists are divided in their loyal- 
ties, although men trained in Hanoi are 
believed to dominate the leadership. 


"It is still early, but we have always 


believed reports that Phnom Penh would 
be overrun once American bombing 
ended were wild exaggerations," said 
Am Rong. 


However, some Western military ob- 


servers believe there may be some 
shocks in store for the city soon. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Proclaiming 


anew he was not involved in thp 
gate scandal, President Nixon has ap- ^ 
pealed to the nation to let the courts 
decide the guilt or innocence of in- 
dividuals involved. 


"The time has come to turn Watergate 


over to the courts where the Questions of 
guilt or innocence belong," Nixon said. 
"'I he time has come tor the rest of us to 
get on with the urgent business of the 
nation." 


Nixon accepted full responsibility for 


the actions of his aides "because the 
abuses occurred during my adminis- 
tration and in the campaign for my re- 
election." He also defended his decision 
not to turn over presidential tape 
recordings to the special Watergate 
prosecutor or Senate Committee. 


But he said the Senate Watergate 


committee had failed to disclose "the 
slightest evidence...that I had any 
knowledge of the planning for the Wat- 
ergate break-in." 


Nixon's nationwide television and 


radio speech and accompanying 
statement defended his efforts to learn 
the truth about Watergate-the facts of 
which the President said, he did not 
learn until March 21 this year. 


He concluded with a plea to "not stay 


so mired in Watergate that we fail to 
respond to challenges of surpassing 
importance to America and the world " 


Nixon's long-awaited statement did 


not offer rebuttal Watergate questions. 
"It has not been my intention to attempt 
any such comprehensive and detailed 
resoonse." Nixon explained. 


Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., com- 


mented that the president's address 
' did not add anything to his other 
speeches that would tend to divert sus- 
picion from him." But Goldwater said he 
supports the President in his appeal for 
Americans to recognize dangers to the 
country and the world. 


George Bush, chairman of the 


Republican National Committee, called 
the speech "credible and very reasonab- 
le." He said he is convinced the 
American people want the country freed 
"from the Watergate obsession." 


His counterpart, Robert Strauss of the 


Democratic National Committee, said 
the President "neither added nor sub- 
tracted anything from where we were 
before he went on the air." 


Nixon reaffirmed the stand his 


lawyers have taken in federal court-that 
by releasing tape recordings made of 
conversations in his office and on his 
telephone "the confidentiality of the 
office of the President would always be 
suspect. 


"That is why I shall continue to oppose 


efforts which would set a precedent that 
would cripple all future presidents by 
inhibiting conversations between them 
and those they look to for advice," he 
said. 


Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, DHawaii, a 


member of the Senate committee, said 
he was disappointed with the statement 
and bothered by the President's 
remarks that the committee was ab- 
sorbed in implicating Nixon. 


"I believe the contrary to be true, 


Inouye said. "Never have we as a panel 
or as individuals ever suggested that the 
President was aware of or involved in the 
break-in." 


Nixon deplored the abuses in the 1972 


campaign, but said a few overzealous 
people should not be permitted "to tar 
the reputation of the m i l l i o n s of 
dedicated Americans who fought hard 
but clean for the candidates of their 
choice in 1972." 


He pledged to do all he could to ensure 


one of the results of Watergate "is a new

flood conditions. 


He said he also wants to require more 


exact information from dam operators, 
noting levels, times, and other data. 


"I would like to think that on a 


cooperative basis, if a dam operator no- 
ticed a rapid rise in the water, we would 
have a system where he can notify the 
next community that is immediately af- 
fected by it, and then notify New'London. 
New London and Fremont can't do a 
thing otherwise —they're just at the 
mercy of this thing." 


His final proposal calls for "carrying 


the Winnebago pool 18 inches lower at a 
set time of year," so water coming from 
the Wolf "has a place to go." 


He said that the level of the pool, and 


the status of the Neenah-Menasha dam, 
affects levels as far upstream as 
Fremont. 


"It's the closest thing to a common 


sense approach we can come up with," 
Byers added. "We're never going to stop 
floods.

He said the New London and Fremont

WASHINGTON —Are you fed up with 


high food prices and want to know if 
there is anything further you can do to 
beat them? 


If so. take heart. There are many- 


ways still left for a prudent person to 
keep the lid on at least some food costs 
while almost all prices are skyrocketing 
with the end of the recent freeze. 


This is no time for the usual words of 


advice that flow from all too many 
so-called consumer experts. Prices 
have gone up so steeply on many items 
that tne old cliches have lost much of 
their punch. 


It is still possible, of course, to save 


prices not only on the shelf but from 
store to store. Store brands continue tc 
provide savings of 10 to 20 per cent ovei 
better known brands. 


But the biggest key to controlling food 


costs lies in eating habits and to what 
extent people are willing to change 
them. Very few leople can say honestly 
that they are using their food money 
with maximum efficiency. 


Some valuable clues to acquiring 


further efficiency appear in a 24-page 
brochure from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture entitled: 
"What's Hap- 


pened to Food Prices?" 


The booklet seeks to explain all price 


increases as the result of natural forces 


and presents no criticism of govern- 
ment or industry. It is not meant to be a 
shopping guide, but some shopping 
hints can be interpreted from the main 
points presented. 


It says, for example, that from 1952 to 


1972, the annual consumption of beef 
nearly doubled, from 62 to 116 pounds 
per person. Thus, one way to fight this 
cost is to either reduce or eliminate beef 
from the diet. Meat now accounts for 
nearly one-third of the average food 
budget. 


There are many other ways to get 


essential proteins - particularly fish 
and cheese — though the price of meat 
substitutes also has been rising. 


Abo made clear in the booklet is the 


fact that public tastes have switched to 
more expensive cuts and types of 
meat, particuarly beef and steak. Last 
year, 65 per cc::"; of all beef produced 
was prime or choice, the two top 
grades. This was four times the level 
produced in 1952. The way to save here 
is to buy less expensive cuts and types 
of meat. 


Processing costs have gone up faster 


than prices paid by farmers and con- 
sumers, according

products, 
ds, you get less food per dollar

Another big chunk of the food dollar 


goes to meals away from home. In 1972. 
their cost rose 8 per cent, twice the rate 
of increase in the cost of food itself. The 
average person spent $128 eating out 
last year. The message here is equally 
clear: Don't eat out so often. 


The built-in convenience of many 


foods is another inflationary item of 
importance. Americans are paying ever 
more of their food dollar for precooked, 
premixed and other prepared products. 


But how many people are ready to 


return to the days when soups, baked 
goods and other items were prepared at 
home? 


The answer depends greatly on how 


much pressure to control costs is felt by 
each consumer. It is virtually impossi- 
ble to avoid becoming a victim of infla- 
tion to some degree. But if a person 
really wants to exert a major effort, it is 
still possible to resist some of the price 
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costs: food.

to attend FVC classes 


New audit policies for the entire 


University of Wisconsin system will 
make it easier for students to attend the 
local University of Wisconsin Center-
